T have had nar} opportunities of inſpecting the 
bodies of people who have died of apoplexies. In the 
year 1747, I ſaw one inſtance in a journeyman car- 
penter, where there ſeemed to be much blood extra- 
vaſated round the cerebellum, which ran down all along 
the medulla ſpinalis : and this is the only inſtance J ever 
met with of the cephalica. J 

Not long after, a gentleman of Edinburgh, who 
had been many years ſubject to an uncommon pain in 
the region of the heart, which obliged him to bleed 
toties quoties; had neglected his uſual bleeding too 
long, and dropt down dead playing on the violin, 
Being opened, part of one of the large veſſels near the 

heart was found very thin, and a ſmall aperture in it, 
through which the blood flowed, ſo as to fill the peri- 
cardium : the ſame has been ſeen from a polypus in 

_ theſe veſſels. Wks Es : 

It is evident therefore, that there are ſuch apoplexies 
as the cephalica and cardiaca. But by far the greater 
number of ſuch as | have inſpected, did not appear to 

have died from theſe cauſes; for, upon the moſt ſtrict 
examination, the morbid appearances were no other 
than great diſtention of the ſtomach and bowels ; 3nd 
that diſtention of the veins which is common in all 
ſubjects who die without loſs of blood or being much 
reduced: Theſe ſeem to have periſhed in the firſt ri- 
gor of a fever ſuperinduced in a conſtitution ſuch as is 
82 deſcribed: where Nature being greatly oppreſſed 
by repletion and obſtruction, the relaxed veſſels were 
unable to perform their functions, and the party died 
before the fever was able to develope itſelf. | 
According to this idea one that dies in the cold fit 
of an ague, peripneumonia notha, or cauſus Bilioſus, may

5 vant came in a great hurry to tell me that the coach- 
man had dropt down dead in the ſtable ; I ran to the 
place, and there I ſaw a ſtout, luſty, young man in 
a true apoplexy: his pulſe beat about 40 in a minute, 
very ſoft and large; his breathing was deep, and the 


hands and face were cold ; his mouth remained either 
open or ſhut, as it was placed; his eyes were open 
and the pupils much dilated : but if the eyelids were 
brought over the balls they remained cloſed ; info- 
much that one eye might be ſhut nearly, and the other 
left more open than is natural. He had ftript off his 
coat and wailtcgat, and undone his ſhirt collar, be- 
fore.

Here then was a true apoplexy, to cure which I 


opened a vein, which bled freely without any liga- 


ture: at firſt J thought the pulſe mended ; but after 
the loſs of eight ounces, I perceived the pulſe rather

"This apoplexy then may be called vera Rlamachica, 

and could not have been removed by bleeding, bliſters, 
cauteries, volatiles, nor alcalies. I have ſeen. ſome- 


thing of the ſame kind frequently in the cold fit of

luſty. Upon examination, I faw the pupils of bot

her extremities were cold, and pulſe about 38 in a 
minute, ſoft and very ſmall ; the breathing wag very 
ow, weak, and irregular; juſt as ſhe was dropping 
from her chair, ſhe complained of a ſudden pain in her 
right temple. „„ 
Before I ſaw her ſhe had loſt about fix or ſeven 
ounces of blood, which was of a very yellow colour, 
and not ſizy: volatiles and ſtimulants had been tried 
to no purpoſe. I endeayoured to make her yamit with 
a feather, and ſucceeded in ſome degree; every time 
ſhe reached, the pulſe mended ; I then got down a 
ſtrong vomit by degrees; had her put into bed, and 
directed a clyſter to be injected very warm; and blad-

Although I conſidered this apoplexy to be no other 
than the rigor and firſt acceſs of the epidemic fever; 
and foretold the hot ſkin, quick pulſe, and foul tongue, - 
which were to follow; yet, becauſe this fever was for 
the moſt part accompanied with a fluxion of tenacious 
matter on the lungs, I directed a bliſter to be put be- 
tween the ſhoulders, and ſinapiſms to each foot, with - 
out waiting for the effect of the vomit and clyfter ;

If the vomiting or purging did not come on in an 
hour, I directed the warm clyſter to be repeated; in 
the mean time I deſired that ſhe ſhould not be fatigued 
with conſtant turning and teaſing her; but be ſuffered 
to remain quiet, and wait ſix hours for the effect of 
the medicines. | : 

After fix hours I returned, and found that the vomit. 
had operated twice moderately, and that ſhe had had 
one ſtool ſoon after ; the pulſe was now more ſteady, 

| | but ſoft, and about 70 in a minute; ſhe had recovered 
| her natural warmth, and was able to ſpeak and ſwal- 
| low. I then ordered a little purging draught, and 
directed thin, ſubacid liquors to be given frequently 
with a little wine. But as the heat and pulſe were ſo 
moderate, I did not remove the bliſter nor ſinapiſms. 
The next morning ſhe complained much of the pain 
in her head, and great inclination to doze: the ſkin 
was hot; pulſe an hundred, ſoft and equal: the tongue 
was very foul, and the urine jumentaſa. I ordered the 
bliſter and ſinapiſms to be removed, and to increaſe the 
quantity of orange juice in all her ſippings: I directed 
a purging apozem to be given regularly till a purging 
ſhould come on, and in ſhort to treat the whole com- 
plaint as a bilious fever; which had the deſired effect: 

for after the purge had operated, the pain of the head 
gradually ſubſided; and the left arm and leg, which 
at one time ſeemed paralitic, ſoon recovered their na- 
tural warmth and motion; only the pulſe remained 
more ſmall and irregular in that fide for 24 hours, 
All the ſtools were bilious for ſome days, and con- 
ſtantly gave relief.

About 
ſeven years ago ſhe was ſeized with an eryſipelatous 
fever, which ran ſo high as to require large and re- 
peated bleeding ; after which the fever yielded to fre- 


quent gentle purges, and a cooling diet; but the 


fluxion was fo acrid and violent on one leg as to re- 


quire the attendance of a ſurgeon for wy days : after 


which ſhe recovered her uſual health and appetite, 
Three years ago ſhe met with a good deal of vexa- 


a tion, which brought on a depreſſion of ſpirits, and at 


laſt, a dangerous, atrabilious fever. After the fever 
was carried off, ſhe neglected taking her former exer - 


ciſe, and did not pay proper attention to little com-

Playing at cards one evening, in the month of 
March, at a friend's houſe, ſhe dropt from her chair 
in a kind of fit, and was deprived of ſenſe and motion,

This is the only fever which we —— 
to diftinguiſh' by the name of putrid; the taken 
words putrid fever, of late years, have had 

no definite idea affixed to them; but are 
uſed to expreſs every ill- oonditioned fever, 
of what ſpecies ſoever it may be. If a 
ſtrong, healthy, plethoric young perſon. is 
infected with an angina maligna in the month 
of February, he is ſaid to have the putrid 
fore throat, though the angina maligna in 
ſuch a perſon, and at ſuch a ſeaſon, is ra- 
ther inflammatory than putrid: this miſ- 
take of terms muſt, of neceſſity, produce 
fatal errors in practice. 

It is indeed true, that the plague, the 
ſmall-pox, and the malignant angina, are 
greatly promoted and exaſperated by the 
putrid conſtitution ; and that each of them

than at any other; conſequently, they

ſhock of vomits and purges better, after

The fynechus non putris ſets in like an 
inflammatory fever, and the ſigns of turgid 
matter in the ſtomach or bowels do not 
uſually appear at the very beginning; but 
in the /ynochus putris, the ws of turgid 
matter appear early. 
During the firſt days of the Hynoc hus non 
Putris, the patient is generally coſtive, and

veſt eryſipelas a bilious, or atrabilious 
diſeaſe. 


- Sydenham compartd the erylipelas to 


| a peſtilential fever; firſt, Becauſe it is 


ſometimes very rife : {econdly, The nerves 
are ſtrangely affected before the eruption: 
thirdly, After bleeding, pro re nata, it 
agrees with diaphoretic treatment for forty- 
eight hours: fourthly, After which it 
yields to purging and an antiſeptic regi- 


men. It cannot, however, be called peſtir 


lential; for although it bears a treatment 
Y ſimilar to that which agrees with 
the peſtilential fever, and reſembles it in 
ſome of the firſt ſymptoms, yet it never is 
contagious, as far as I can obſerve. It 
muſt, however, be remembered, that the 
harveſt eryſipelas differs eſſentially from 
the ie ſpring, and requires a different treat-

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ment, inaſmuch as that is complicated with 
; bile, and this with inflammation. 
Atra bilis , 6. After the bilious fever ſubſides, Grp 
many dif. toms of the atrabilious conſtitution ap- 
ken. pear. Theſe diſeaſes are frequently without 
any regular fever, and in that caſe, the 
pulſe is rather more flow than in health, 
and below the natural ſtandard ; the ſpirits 
are dejected, the ſleep diſturbed, the belly 
flatulent and obſtructed, the tongue foul 
in the morning, but without any preter- 
natural heat or thirſt. The conſtitution 
called atrabilious is the true cauſe of the 
morbus hypochondriacus cum materia, and 
the mæſtitia fine cauſa in men, and of one 
ſpecies of the morbus hyſtericus in women: 
to dilute and evacuate the morbid matter f 
this conſtitution, is always a difficult and 
tedious work, when neither cough, nor fe- 
ver, nor piles, nor gout, nor eruption, attend 
it; and it is eaſily exaſperated by bad 
treatment, and improper regimen. It fre- 
quently produces various eruptions on the 
ſkin; ſuch as gutte roſaceæ, impetigo, berpes, 
lichen, and the like; which, if they come 
out plentifully, give ſome relief, but do 
not effect a radical cure of the diſeaſe > nor 
can they be properly cured themſelves, till 
the humor atrabilarius is attenuated, dilut- 
ed, and evacuated. When this conſtitu- 
tion is accompanied with a fever, this fever

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18, for the moſt part, lingering and tedious, 
even if properly and patiently conducted ; 


but may prove mortal, if an attempt is 
made to remove the ſpaſmodic complaints 


by thoſe medicines which are called hyſte- 


ric and antiſpaſmodic : ſometimes it occa- 


ſions a colic not unlike the cholera morbus, 


or rather the bilious colic, which, becauſe 
of the frequency of its returns, is often 
imputed to ſpaſm, gall-ſtones, and the hke. 


This colic is not difficult to remove, but 


cannot be radically cured, ſo as not to re- 
turn, without a long courſe of deobſituent 
diet and medicine.

The coughs of the beginning oft winter Peripnen- 
are frequently complicated with this n 


demic conſtitution, and together produce 


the peripneumonia notha of Sydenham; this 
peripneumonia is more immediately danger- 


ous than the other atrabilious diſeaſes, but 


of ſhorter duration than many of them; 


for the exerciſe of coughing, and the diſ- 
charge of phlegm by expectoration, faci- 


litate the expulſion of the humor atrabi- 


larius, which entangled the blood and 
obſtructed the bowels. The peripneumania

The atrabilious conſtitution continues 


and January, in very open winters, (as was 
the caſe in 1769,) and being complicated 


with the inflammatory diſeaſes of that ſea- 


ſon, it renders the cure of them much 
more difficult and tedious than they com- 
monly are when the weather is froſty and 
dry; hence Sydenham obſerves, that in 
open winters, the genuine inflammations 


were not frequent before the month of 
March. The ſpecies of fever which is 


produced by the influence of the atrabili- 


bus conſtitution, on diſeaſes of the inflam- 
| matory 
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matory kind, ' Sydenham has hinted at 
under the name of winter fever; it de- 
ſerves great attention, becauſe the manner 
of treating it differs from that which is 
proper 1n a genuine inflammation. The 
diſtinguiſhing ſymptoms are as follow : 
in the genuine inflammations, che tongue 
is white; the urine of a flame colour, and 
does not become muddy when cold, before 
eoction begins; after the firſt rigor is 


over, the eyes ſparkle : the face is fluſhed, 


and moſt commonly the ſkin alſo; but when 
an atrabilious diatheſis is ſuperadded, the 
tongue 18 yellowiſh and loaded ; the water 
is muddy and qumenteſa in the very begin- 


ning; the countenance is embarrafled ; the 


ſpirits dejected ; and for the moſt part, there 
is a cough and wheezing.

zy blood, of the colour of foul tallow, 
portends a tedious fever. However, if the 


Tymptoms are not violent, it is better to 


wait patiently, than endeavour ſuddenly to 
ſtop its natural,progreſs by any drug. I 
have frequently ſeen the attempt made, 


and the fever has always become ill-condi- 


tioned, without being ſhortened ; whereas, 
when the preſſing ſymptoms were well 
attended to, and nothing violent has been 
attempted, the fever indeed has frequently 
been tedious, but the patient's recovery has 
at laſt been perfect; for, on or before the 
twenty-firſt day, the fever ſubſided, and 
nothing remained but a cough, and critical 
ſalutary expeQoration of thick digeſted 
matter. This fever alſo remits ſoon after

ceed to perfect coction, and come to ſome 
_ criſis in a ſhort time, without any conſi- 
derable, regular, laſting remiſſion, except 
what may have ariſen from evacuations 
during the crude ſtate; but the mixed 
fevers remit ſenſibly and early. 

7. The laſt of the common fevers is the 
ague, which ſeems to have 1ts ſeat in the 
large bowels; we ſeldom meet with agues 
during the height of either the inflamma- 
tory, or the putrid conſtitutions ; but they 
are very frequent in ſpring, during the 
phlegmatic conſtitution, and during the 
bilious and atrabilious couſtitutions of the 
latter ſeaſon ; when the colluvies collected 
in the ſtomach and inteſtines obſtructs the 
excretions of the viſcera & the abdomen. 
The agues of the ſpring almoſt always 
give way to the month of July ; perhaps, 
becauſe the phlegm being attenuated, does 
not at that ſeaſon ſo much obſtruct thoſe 
excretions. 

The agues of the bilious conſtitution; if 
they are ſtopped before the bilious morbid 
lentor is evacuated, bring on a continual 
fever, in the fame manner as the ſpring ' 
agues, when they are ſtopped before the 
phlegm or pituite is removed: but after the 
phlegm is evacuated in ſpring, or the bili- 
ous matter in harveſt, the ague will com- 
monly yield to the bark, given in a proper 
2 between the fits.

Ihe ague complicated with the A 
. that is, with a morbid lentor 
of a more W l nature than bile; more 
| remote, and more out of the reach of eva- 
cuating medigines,. requires more patience, 
and is, for that reaſon, more difficult to 
manage; for while the vi Mera are thus ob- 
ſtructed, the bark and tonic medicines will 
ſeldom cure the ague; they may indeed 
ſometimes ſtop it and confirm the obſtruc- 
tion, or drive the humor atrabilarius all 


ouyver the body, ſo as to breed various chro- 


nic diſtempers, or give that wax- like colour 
(ſo well known) to the ſkin: but if theſe 
medicines ſtop the ague under ſuch cir- 
cumſtances, it is generally but for a few 
days; after which, it often returns with 
double. violence, In this caſe, it ſhould 
always be remembered, that the original 
cauſe of ſuch an ague, is the Humor atra- 
bilarius, which always occaſions a tedious 
diſeaſe, hardly ever laſting leſs than forty 
days, and frequently many months, That 
with reſpect to the ague, nothing more 
ſhould be done than to moderate the vio- 
lence of the fits, and to ſupport the patient 
properly on the days of interval, and that 
the diet, exerciſe, and remedies ſhould be 
directed wholly to attenuate, dilute, and 
evacuate the atrabilious lentor, as if the 
ague were out of the queſtion. .

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From this practice two' advantages will 
1 - firſt, The life of the patient will. 
not be endangered, in moſt caſes, even if 
the ague ſhould go on to the month of July 
following: ſecondly, When the atrabiſious 


-Jentor has been corrected or evacuated, 


which the repeated fits of the ague will 


facilitate, the ague will probably ſtop of 


itſelf radically, and without any danger of 


a relapſe, or eaſily give way to the ſpecific 
in a ſhort time, and with propriety. 


A true ague is to be diſtinguiſhed From 
every other fever by two ſymptoms ; firſt, 
The frigus, rigor, and horror febrilis, at 


the beginning of every fit : and, ſecondly, 


An abſolute apyrexia between the fits, 


which do not happen either in the Hectica 
purulenta, nor in the diſeaſe which Boer- 
haave uſed to call the Hhectica Anglicana. 


There is indeed one ſpecies of intermit- 
tent which greatly reſembles an ague, viz. 
the hemcrana, or megrim, commonly 
called an ague in the head, or rather in the 


face; a diſeaſe, which, though moſt fre- 


quent in ſpring, appears at different ſea- 
tons ; and conſequently, in ſome degree, 
requires a different method of cure. This, 


perhaps, is one reaſon why what has ſuc- 


ceeded in one caſe, has often been found 
to fail in others. A true hemicrana is 
regularly periodical, and attended by no

It would ſeem, that every body naturally collects Ferer, its

True malignant fevers are not common, 
and conſequently : ſome 2 of ſmall ex- 
len ities have ima- 

gined, that there is no other malignity in 
fevers, than what ariſes from bad practice; 
ſo that their whole procedure in all fevers, 
and in all ſtages of fevers, is a routine of 
bleeding; vomiting; purging,” whey, vege- 
table diet, and neutral ſalts: this indeed is 


the leſſer evil, becauſe they will frequently 


be right, And it 5s; a practice that fits the 
level of their ſagacity. But every man of 
extenſive practice, endued with knowlege 
and penetration, will 4 diſcover ſymp- 
toms not natural to the common fevers ; 


but ariſing from a certain malignity in 


ſome fevers, happening at certain ſeaſons, 
in thoſe parts even of this .city, where the 
people are much crouded together, and

He moreover obſerved, that the malig- 
nant fevers of the firſt and ſecond ſort did- 
frequently require bleeding, or purging, or 
both in the beginning, before the forma- 
tion of the Phlegmon ; but after it was 
formed, then theſe evacuations were -leſs 


proper, for fear of retarding the ſuppuration, 


(which now became the ſalutary evacuation) 


or of diſcuſſing, or reſolving the ſwellings, 
which was not without danger : but after 


the ſuppuration and diſcharge of the pus 
had ſubſifted for a proper time, and to a 


certain degree, and in the declenſion of the 


diſeaſe, he found that purging, for the moſt 
part, became neceſſary, and fometimes even 
bleeding: but the forcing of ſweats by vio-

But in ſingle peſtilential fevers, even of 
as ſame ſeaſons, a ſweat" always gave re- 
lief; and ſometimes carried off the whole 
fever, when ſingle and of a very ſubtile na- 
ture; and therefore was to be promoted to 
a certain degree, that is, as long as it af- 
forded relief, and no longer. Thus e. g. 
when a healthy perfon has been kept upon 
a proper regimen for ſix weeks, and then 
inoculated for the ſmall-pox ; after ſome 
days, certain uneaſy feelings, called the ter- 
rentia morbi, ariſe, and go off by a gentle 
-perſpiration during the night, which does 
no harm ; but on the contrary is falutary, 
and foretells a favourable fort, as I have 
obſerved hundreds of times: but if any one 
-thould be ſo raſh as to endeavour to carry 
off the whole diſeaſe by promoting that 
ſweat all the next day, and beyond a certain 
degree, then indeed he would bring on a 
new diſtemper, and overſet the whole courfe 
of Nature in eonducting the fmall-pox.

A degree of rigor for ſome ſhort time: ſe+ 
: condly, An increaſe of heat, pulſe, thirſt, and 
anxiety for four days : thirdly, A pain and 
ſwelling in one or both groins, called a Bu- 
bo: fourthly, After which the fever would 
probably ſubſide; he would find his health 
returning, with an inclination to get out of 
bed, and ſome deſire for food: fifthly, Af- 
ter ſitting up for ſome hours, he would re- 
turn contented to bed; fall aſleepz. and 
break out into a kindly, warm, moderate, 
univerſal perſpiration for ſome hours; wake 
refreſhed, and have one or two popllangous ; 
ſtools: fixthly, In getting up after the 
ſweat, he would perceive the buboes leſs 
painful, leſs inflamed, and rather dimi- 
niſhed in ſize; and, by a repetition, of ſuch 
nights, he would ſoon. recover hig uſual 
health, without any ſuppuration of the bu⸗ 
boes: fo that he would have gone through 
the whole courſe of the plague, without 
one ſymptom of malignity more than is 
eſſential to that diſeaſe. This was the caſe 
of the ſervant of Doctor Adam Chenot;

But ſuppoſe the ſame contagion was to 
ſeize a perſon juſt recovered out of a long 
mercurial ſalivation, or any body exhauſted 
and reduced by age or infirmity; the de- 


jection of ſpirits might be ſo great during 


the terrentia li. e. before the formation of 


the real fever) as to induce them to deſtroy 


themſelves; (as was ſometimes the caſe in 
this city during the plague in 1665 and 
1666 :) or they might periſh in the-rigor, 
or firſt ſtage of the fever, and die ſuddenly, 
or drop down in the ſtreets: this is one 
ſpecies of malignitʒ. 
Suppoſe the ſame contagion was to 118 


0 groſs, foul habit, loaded with putrid im- 


purities, during the dog-days; then one 
might expect great dejection of ſpirits, loſs

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food, of | a bilious temperament, and de- 
bauching in fermented liquors, ſeized with 
the plague in the month of September: he 
might probably bear the - zerrentia, pretty 
well; then a violent rigor would come on, 
ſucceeded by great heat, thirſt, pain in the 
head and back, foul mouth, rank breath, 
ſickneſs at ſtomach, griping in the bowels, 
and bilious dejections; after ſome days, the 
morbid matter would be driven to the ſur- 
face of the body with great violence, and 
to thoſe glands, in the groins or round the 
jaws, which experience ſhews to be the 
common outlet of the miaſmata of this par- 
ticular fever; but probably the fever would 
not ſubſide ſo kindly as in the firſt caſe; 
buboes and parotids indeed might form, and 
carbuncles appear in different places; but 
they would not eaſily come to a kindly ſup- 
puration; on the contrary one might ex- 
pect foul, ill- conditioned ulcers; a tedious 
fever, and a bad recovery; or a fatal re- 
troceſſion of them.

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poiſons are ſtronger than others: all I'con- 


tend for is, that, comparing for example 


the plague (the moſt deleterious of all the 


ſeminia we know of ) with itſelf, the mas» 


lignity, ſo frequently met with in it, ariſes 
more from the natural habit, and other 
circumſtances of the party affected, than 


from the ſpecific nature of the contagion: 


and that, to conquer the irregularity of the 
ſymptoms or malignity, great attention 
ſhould be paid to the ſeaſon of the year, 
the other fevers, or conſtitutions of fevers, 
epidemic at the ſame time; as well as to 
the habit and other circumſtances of the 
ſick perſon : fo that if, in the ſpace of eight 
months, ſixteen people are ſeized with the 
ſame plague, each of them may require a 
different treatment, and ſome of them no 

drug of any kind: unleſs we knew ſome 

remedy, which, by its ſpecific * quality, 


could deftroy the deleterious nature of the 


poiſon, without hurting the conſtitution ; 
as ſulphur does the itch. 


bo By ſpecific I mean what deſtroys the virulence of 
the poifon without expelling it, in contra-diftinction 
to alexipharmic, which is ſuppoſed to expel the poiſon, 
whether altered or not, out of the body; and there- 


fore may be applied to every medicine that evacuates 


morbid matter, although it has of late been confined 
to the claſs of ſudorific medicines only; becauſe they 
had byen found ſerviceable in expelling the u. aſe nata 


of ſome peſtilential fevyers.

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It is evident that the art of chemiſtry 
can never diſcover ſuch a remedy, becauſe 
the ſeminium is too ſubtile to admit of any 


analyſis; and until the nature of the con- 


ftituent parts are diſcovered; how can one 
pretend to a countet-poiſon, when the poi- 

ſon itſelf is not underſtood * ? And yet the 
contagious fevers are the only ones for 
which a ſpecific can exiſt: but the man 


who can pretend to a ſpecific for what I 


call the common fevers, muſt certainly not 
underſtand one of them; or be the moſt 
impudent impoſtor on earth. Why then 
are ſome ſpecifies fo cried up? The reaſon 


is plain: 


Moſt fevers are thoſe which 1 call the 
common fevers, the natural conſequence of 
the change of ſeaſon, diet, e5*c.; for the 
moſt part they are not dangerous ; and al- 
though ſome fe cannot be conquered even 
by art, yet many of them will go off with- 
out much medical aſſiſtance; and ſome 
people affected with them will eſcape with 
their lives, in ſpite of bad practice; al-

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though, for the moſt part, ſuch. people are 


liable to chronic diſtempers afterwards. 
Suppoſe that an hundred. people are taken 


ill of any common fever, and deprived of 
all advice except the plain unprejudiced 
dictates of their own natural deſires; to 


drink when they pleaſe and what they 
pleaſe; to eat when they crave, and what 


they crave; to lie down, or get up; to be 


much ed or little; to breath warm air 
or freſh air; without any other regulations 


than their own feelings: in four years 
journal of ſuch caſes, and where no other 


aid was given, except bleeding, (which na- 


ture frequently did for herſelf) ſome were 


long ill, and greatly reduced; but the re- 
coveries were as go to 100: 45 great is the 
proviſion made by Nature for the cure of 
fevers, and preſervation of life. By the 
Sydenhamian practice, in the Tama fevers, 


at leaſt 96 would have recovered ſoon and 


perfectly: and in ſpite of bad practice 70 
might have eſcaped with their lives, al- 
though 20 of them would probably have 
been ſaddled with chronic diſtempers. 
Suppoſe all theſe poor people had taken 
any febrifuge ſpecific whatever, and that 
70 of them had eſcaped with their lives; 
every one of theſe would have given mighty 
credit to the ſpecific, notwithſtanding of the 


chronic diſtemper entailed on him by it, 
Vor. II. ä which 
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which he would have attributed to the ma- 
lignity of the fever, and not to the 1 Tv - 
per method of cure. 
Petilentiaa The above journal gives an idea of the 
ferers more proportion of deaths in the common fevers 
than com- Jeft to Nature, among people living in a 
monfever ſimple manner: but it is quite otherways 
in the contagious or uncommon fevers, when 
no art is uſed. Thus, by the journals of 
Doctor Chenot, we find, that in one town 
in Tranſilvania, out of 62 infected with 
the plague, 51 died; and in the village of 
Honigſberg, out of 10 infected, 9 died: in 
like manner, all the other contagious fevers, 
left to Nature, are by far more dangerous 
than the common fevers left to Nature. 
But after the nature of the contagious 
fever is well underſtood, and conſequently 
treated properly, a great many lives are 
ſaved by art. Thus we know, that the na- 
tural ſmall-pox, left to Nature, deſtroys 
nearly one out of eight ; but by the treat- 
ment of Doctor Du Haen, very few died 
out of an hundred. I know that ſome peo- 
ple do not believe his account of this mat- 
ter; but I make no doubt of it, becauſe 1 
can 'cafily ſee, from his other writings, that 
he is more maſter of fevers in general than 
is commonly thought in this country. 
No wonder then, if a new contagion 
e into any country ſhould be ill- 
treated 
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| trezted before the nature of it can be found 
out; but after it is once well underſtood, 
it becomes leſs formidable. This was the 
caſe with the angina maligna, or ulcerated 


ſore throat, ſo frequent and well known 


Here at preſent: when it firſt appeared, both 
here and at Paris, almoſt every body died 


who took the infection, and had the diſeaſe 


to a conſiderable degree ; at preſent, very 
few die of it: not that the diſtemper is 


leſs malignant, for, by injudicious treat- 


rent, we ſee ſome periſh by it at this day; 


but the nature of it being generally under- 
ſtood, V:2. that the natural criſis of this 
diſtemper is by an early ſweat, and a fluxion 


upon the glands of the fauces, every body 


endeavours to promote theſe evacuations, 


and conſequently this fever, at leaſt ke 


the beginning of it, is commonly treat 


according to its natural genius. But ſtill I 
fay of this, as I do of every fever from. 


contagion ; that although the /e minium be 
invariably the ſame, yet the diſeaſe pro- 
duced by it will not be invariably the ſame, 
but will undergo ſome alteration according 
to the habit of the party infected, and the 
common fever of the ſeaſon for the time

The angma maligna, peftitentialis, Or Ul- Atgine n- 
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cerated ſore throat, is a real contagion ſ,ẽ,j = ek. 


generis; not the natural production of this 
country, but brought hither, by communi- 
cation with infected people or places, about 
the year 1728. How long this contagion 
may remain in the body before it produces 
a fever, is not as yet determined; becauſe 
that muſt vary according to the epidemic - 


conſtitution, and circumſtances of the per- 


ſon at the time of infection; for the moſt 
part the ferrentia are felt within ſeven 
days; I have ſeen it much ſooner. 

The daughter of Mr. Daniel Grant of 
Jamaica was brought home from ſchool ſo 
11l of this diſeaſe that ſhe could not ſwal- 
low: her noſe was ſtuffed, and diſcharged 
a thin ichor; to clear which, the fond fa- 
ther ſucked her noſe with his mouth : ſhe

occaſioned by the loſs of his child; but 
in the ſpace of 12 hours, the fever came on 
in ſo violent a manner, with all its variety 


of ſymptoms, that he barely eſcaped with 


his life: nor could we diſcover any other 
perſon from whom he could have taken the 
infection. ,

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A young gentleman, Maſter - F. came 
Fin ſchool infected on the 11th of April, 
the fever came on the 13th; his brother fell 
ill on the 15th; his mother on the 19th: 
but his ſiſter did not fever till the 91ſt, al- 
though they were all equally expoſed. to 
the ſame infection from the boy firſt taken 
ill. | 
The terrentia are not of long continu= 
ance, ſeldom beyond 20 hours, after which 
the rigor begins ; the degree of rigor 
foretels, in a great meaſure, the violence 
of the ſucceeding fever : if the extremities 
are very cold, and continue ſo for many 
hours; if the anxiety is great and the vo- 
miting and purging violent, or of long du- 
ration, you may conclude that there are 
ſome of the common fevers along with the 
contagious one, and therefore the whole 
may be tedious or dangerous: all the com- 
mon fevers, for the moſt part, have a fei- 
rentia of many. days; they ſeem to come

tion, and the anxicty very great: Maſter

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„ fore he complained much of the heat and 
pepper (as he called it) in his throat: this 
| fever accordingly became tedious and highly 
J malignant, as we ſhall ſee afterwards. His 
brother, who was ſeized 2 days after him,

1 tion ; for an extreme burning heat came on 
in the ſpace of a few hours, with a violent 
pulſe, inflamed eyes, and delirium.

And after frequent and long conſidera- 
tion of the matter, I pitched upon the 
following, which has ſince proved al- 
ways ſerviceable, and every way com- 
plete.

why Sydenham was of opinion, that the morbid mat- 
ter of the moſt penetrating and ſubtile nature might 
be forced through the ſkin, even in a crude ſtate; but 
that all the morbid matter, of a more groſs nature, 
required a previous preparation before they could be 
ſeparated from the blood, and made to Le through | 
the pores of the ſkin. 

Experience however taught him to diſtinguiſh" where

a difficulty of ſwallowing and ſtricture 
in the throat, has occaſioned a want of ac- 
curacy in diftinguiſhing critically the va- 
rious forts of diſtempers which affect theſe 
organs; and eonſequently has introduced 
a general practice in all fore throats; al- 
though they are frequently different in 
their cauſes, and oppoſite in their nature. 
To remedy this error, I will give a ſhort de- 
ſcription of the various ſpecies of angina 
which I have, bona fide, repeatedly ſeen; 


and point out the particulars which lead to 
the knowledge of the ſpecific nature of 


each of them: after which the manner of

mean time the pulſe was ſoft, ſmall, and

He gave her a 838 draught once 
in ſix hours; ordered a ſudorific regimen, 
in which he perſiſted for ſeveral days with 
ſuch relief of the ſymptoms, that he ex- - 
pected, by the addition of a gargariſm, to 
have cured the whole fever in ſeven days; 


as he had done by others in the neighbour- 


hood, and in that very houſe, during the 
preceding months of May and June. But 
finding upon the 26th that ſhe was rather 
worſe than ſhe had been on any of the for- 


mer days, he deſired my aſſiſtance. 


I ſaw her firſt late at night; ſhe ſeemed 


anclinable to ſleep; her pulſe beat 130, ſoft, 


and very ſmall; her ſkin was hot and mot- 
tled ; mouth fout, but not very dry; I could 
not fee down into the throat that night; 


the belly was tenſe and ſwelled, although 


ſhe had had ſome little, foetid, dark co- 


loured ſtools ; both parotid and ſubmaxil- 
lary glands were ſwelled; but ſhe remained 
ſenſible, and traQable. 


I ordered her belly to be fomented with 


flannels out of hot vinegar and water; to

culty I was able to examine the throat, and

Upon examination, I found all the 
ſymptoms much increaſed ; the ſkin was 
greatly fluſhed, and burning hot; the pulſe 
was full, hard, and quick; the tonſils and 
veil of the palate very much inflamed, and 
covered with many little ulcers, of a dark- 
iſh colour. I ordered her to be blooded 


directly, and ſhe loſt full ten ounces before 
the* pulſe relented : the ſudorific remedies 
were continued; and the ſweat ſoon came 
on very kindly : after which ſhe recovered,

quence was, that although ſhe perſpired in 
the night, yet this perſpiration was ſtopped 
every morning; and the fever increaſed ſo 
much on the 1oth as to become very ſeri- 
ous, when I farſt ſaw her.

ſweated profuſely for 24 hours. On the 
12th, ſhe was purged with the ptiſan: on 
the 1 2th, at night, ſhe had the natural re- 
turn of the catamenza, which proved quite 
critical; for the free gentle perſpiration 
cantinued without the aid of medicine, and 
ſhe was perfectly well in three days.

was revived by it. At night, however, all 
the ſymptoms returned with double vio- 
lence, and increaſed the gth all day and 
night.

evening, when I firſt ſaw her, I found her 
pulſe irregular, ſmall, and exceeding ſoft;

matter; ſhe could not ſpeak, nor ſwallow 


but with the utmoſt difficulty. TI ordered

very ill all that night, and rambled and 


Raxted continually ; he could not cat t any, - 
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thing, but drank a great deal of very ſmall 
wine whey. | 
* 15th. I ſaw him at ſeven in the evening, 
and found his pulſe fo quick that I could 
hardly count it; his eyes were greatly in- 
flamed, his ſkin hot, and all over red ; the 
angles of the jaw much ſwelled, the ton- 
{11s much enlarged and covered with many 
ſpecks ; but he had no fiekneſs at his ſto- 
mach, nor pain 1n his bowels ; nor was his 
tongue loaded, although it was white. 

I ordered ſome blood to be taken from 
his arm, and to begin a diaphoretic courſe 


directly; but, if the ſweat did not come on 


before morning, to ſtupe his legs with flan- 
nels wrung out of hot oxycrate ; at the 
ſame time to cover him up, to continue the 
ſmall whey, and to add common CET to 
all his ſippings. 

14th. The medicines were given as di- 
rected all night, and the ſweat came on be- 


fore the ſurgeon came to bleed him; he 


therefore was not blooded, but he drank 
plentifully, and continued to ſweat freely; 
his pulſe was now greatly mended; his 
head much relieved, his eyes leſs inflamed, 
the ſwellings round the jaw diminiſhed, 
his body was covered with an eruption with 


white heads, (purpura alba) the tonſils re- 
mained enlarged, but many of the ſloughs 


were e fallen off, which left the throat very

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tender ; he had a plentiful ſtool towards 


morning. The ſame medicines were con- 


tinued, and I charged the nurſe to ſupply 


him plentifully - with warm liquors, al- 
though he complained much of the pain in 


ſwallowing. 


I. 5th. He drank vlentifully during the 


night, and perſpired freely ; he had two 


good ſtools alſo, but the eruption on the 
ſkin was more prominent, although the 
redneſs was not ſo great: the pulſe was 


much mended, the mouth and throat were 


pretty clean, but excoriated : he had ſome 
appetite for food, and eat bread pudding ac- 


cordingly. As the ſweat had given ſo much 
relief, and ſeemed to remove the malignity 
of this formidable and contagious fever, I 


thought it prudent to promote this evacu- 
ation gently, and not to ſuffer his being 
taken out of bed; accordingly I wrote the 
following preſcription for — :

The following caſes are copied from Dr. 


Chomel of Paris, printed in the year 1749, 


and tranſlated by Dr. Torriano in 1753, on 


purpoſe to ſhew the bad effect of an anti- 
phlogiſtic treatment in the angina maligna. 
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CASE L 


6 Miſs Pommereu, aged 12 years and 


an half, was taken on Saturday the 12th 


October towards evening with a ſore 
throat : after having examined her, they . 
found the uvula much lengthened and 
hanging down. On Sunday morning, the 


ſame ſymptoms remaining, they touched 


the uvula with a little pepper on the handle 
of a fork, and the uvula retired. All that 
day paſſed without the patient's making 
any complaint. On Monday there appeared 
a tumor ſituated externally near to the 
tracheal artery : then the patient had a lit- 
tle fever, which increaſed in the evening : 


they applied upon the tumor a cataplaſm 


of bread and milk, and as ſhe complained 


. of her throat, they made her uſe a gargle, 


ſometimes. of ſyrup of mulberries, ſome- 
times a decoction of figs boiled in milk. 
On Tueſday the family ſent for one of the 
brothers of the charity, who directed a 
bleeding at the arm, which bleeding dimi- 
niſhed the fever. On Wedneſday they 


thought ſhe had a cold in her head, for her 


noſe was ſtopped : they pretend ſhe had no 


fever: they did not examine the throat, 
nor had they any uneaſineſs on her ac- 


count. On Thurſday ſhe was purged with 


twoa 
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two ounces of manna, and one drachm of 
rhubarb; the medicine was regurgitated. 
On Friday ſhe was greatly ſtopped up, and 
ſpoke very much through her noſe. On 


the Saturday her voice was much inter- 


rupted, and ſhe rattled (or had rather a 
whizzing noiſe) in her breath: ſhe ſeemed 
ſtrangled, and notwithſtanding this, as ſhe 
ſwallowed well, they did not yet examine 
the throat. On Sunday the ſtrangling was 
MT ee with a ſuffocation ; the fever 
increaſing every moment, they ſent in the 
evening for the houſe phyſician, who ad- 


viſed to bleed in the foot. On Monday the 


acceleration and increaſe of the fever deter- 
mined the phyſicianto reiterate the bleeding 
in the foot twice in that morning: then they 


examined the throat, and found it full of 


whitiſh eſchars, which ſeemed to ſcale and 

cel off, They endeavoured to ſeparate 
— then her voice wholly failed, and 
ſhe fell into the agonies of death, and died 


at eight o'clock on Tueſday morning. On 
opening the body, the amygdales appeared 


fretted, gnawed, and ſchirrous. The uvula 
and tracheal artery the ſame, the lungs 
gangrened and filled with a purulent ſanies. 
From the firſt days of the diſeaſe, there 
came from her mouth a very diſagreeable 


nauſeous ſmell, fœtid, and like rotten or 


Putrified fleſh, Which ſmell daily increaſed, 
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and at the end of the diſeaſe was inſuffer- 
able.

« Miſs Beaucley, aged 12 years and an 


| half, was taken, on Monday the 14th of 


the ſame month, with a headach and ſore 


throat: they intimated that ſhe had in the 


night ſome ſhivering fits: to the ſore throat 
was likewiſe added a cold in the head. The 


family to whom ſhe belonged was appriſed 
of it the ſame day, and ſhe was kept very 


ſimple both as to diet and drink. On the 


Tueſday there was obſerved a little feveriſh 
_ commotion, and her voice began to change, 


On the Wedneſday ſhe was in the ſame 
ſituation. On the Thurſday ſhe was bled 
in the arm, and the blood appeared quite 
melted (z. e. broken) and blackiſh ; but 


from this appearance of the blood no dia- 


gnoſtic can be formed of the diſeaſe; becauſe 
the patient had been for ſome months 


troubled with the green ſickneſs; and on 


this account perhaps it was, that ſhe was 


the more violently ſeized ; becauſe we know 


that very frequently the green ſickneſs is 


accompanied with a kind of hectic fever. 
On the Friday the patient was under a 


great dejection, (un grand abatement) with 
great difficulty in ſwallowing, a little cough, 
and 
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and a kind of rattling in the breaſt, like 
that made in the throat by gargling. With 
what rapidity did the gangrene proceed! 
on the Saturday the fever did not appear 
increaſed: then her throat was examined 


for the firſt time; at which time they 


found the almonds and palate, or uvula, 
covered with whitiſh eſchars of a deadiſh 
appearance, and ſeemingly diſpoſed to looſ- 
en: they endeavoured to extirpate (ſeparate 
or take away) the gangrened fleſh. 

On Sunday the fever kept much as it 
was, without any increaſe or augmentation. 
At noon the patient was. blooded in the 


foot: In the afternoon they were employed 


in endeavouring what they could to looſen 


from the bottom of the throat the gangre- 
nous ſloughs or eſchars. At ten o'clock that 


evening, the patient had a great languor 


_ and. weakneſs, followed by an univerſal 
cold, (1 ſuppoſe our author means ſhiver- 
ing) all over her body, to which ſucceeded 
a violent fever. At midnight ſhe was blood- 
ed in the foot. At two o'clock they put 
on bliſters. At four bled her in the throat; 


then they tried again to ſeparate the gan- 


grened and dead from the live parts. On 


ys at noon, ſhe died. 


CASE 
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c Miſs Danlezy, aged 13 years, was 
taken, on Sunday the goth of the ſame 
month, with a ſore throat, at four o'clock 
in the afternoon. A fright had ſeized her 
ſome days before; at 8 oclock ſhe was bled 
in the arm. Monday morning at 4 oclock, 
the bleeding in the arm was repeated: at 9 
o' clock they adviſed a bleeding in the foot, 
in hopes to ſtop the progreſs of a diſtem- 
per, which with great reaſon appeared very 
terrifying : the bleeding in the foot was 
reiterated at four o'clock in the afternoon, 
and again at eight at night. Tueſday, M. 
Vernage and M. Boyer again adviſed two 
more bleedings 1n the foot, notwithſtanding 
which the patient had a conſiderable bleed- 
ing at the noſe, and the pituitary mem- 
brane became gangrenous. They uſed 
gargles, the baſis of which was honey of 
roſes and ſpirit of vitriol. They acidulat- 
ed her drink a little with the ſpirit of ſul- 
phur; her broths were light, ſoft, and 
temperate. They applied different cata- 
plaſms, of the diſſolving, diſcuſſive, and 
emollient kind, to the throat, and above all 
ſwallows- neſt: over and above the ordi- 
nary gargles, they made a digeſtive with 
ſpirit of turpentine, ſpirit of ſcurvy-graſs, 
| EL eo: "me 
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the collyrium of Lanfranc, and yolks of 


eggs, and touched the eſchars with a pled- 
get. They alſo uſed a gargle of the Bala- 
ruch waters : they tried theſe different re- 
medies by turns, becauſe they obſerved, 


with much concern, that nothing in the 
leaſt ſtopt the progreſs of the gangrene, 
how ſharp or active ſoever, nor had, (by 
what they could perceive) any effect upon 
the tick, nor was there any thing but the 


gargle of the juice of citrons, which ſeemed 
in the leaſt to rouſe Nature, or make her 
ſenſible of pain, On Wedneſday, the ob- 
ſtinacy of the ſymptoms, the bleedings at 
the noſe, and the ſtoppage therein, and the 
fever induced them again, for the 8th time, 


to bleed her in the foot: in the afternoon, 


unknown to the phyſicians, they gave her 
a potion compoſed of the confection of hy- 
acinth, the confection of alkermes, and 
ſyrup of lemons in ſome cordial waters. In 


the evening, the patient being juſt in /atu 


quo, Meſſrs. Vernage and Boyer adviſed a 
vomit, which was taken in the night, with 
a view, by evacuating (or cleanſing) the 
firſt paſſages, to leſſen the putrefaction. 
The evacuation was conſiderable upwards 
and downwards, and in what was brought 
off the ſtomach, there were ſeen floating, 
ſeveral pieces of eſchars, but the evacuation

ſeemed to think her ſomewhat better, and 


the vomit was continued all Thurſday ; but 


it was a chip in pottage, and to no pur- 
poſe. Thurſday evening, notwithſtanding 


the abundance of the humours evacuated, 


the gangrene increaſed daily: one ſlough 
or eſchar fell off, and another was obſerved 
to ſucceed in the ſame place, and more ex- 
tended in breadth. When any one came 
near the ſick, they were ſeized with a 
dreadful ſtench: from the two noſtrils there 


dropt a very ſharp and corroſive ſeroſity, 


(i. e. ichor). The tongue was neither dry, 


black, burnt, or parched, the ſick in perfect

In this ſituation they tried 
the ſyrup of quinquina, (bark) to ſtop if 
poſſible the progreſs of the putrefaction; 


which medicine they continued on the Fri- 
day, rendering it ſomewhat purgative. On 
Saturday ſhe was ſo ſtopped up, that ſhe was 


ſcarcely heard when ſhe ſpoke : her ſmell 


was inſupportable, and, notwithſtanding all 


the bleeding, ſhe bled at different times (or 


had different fits of bleeding) at her noſe. 


On Sunday, at fix in the morning, ſhe died. 


N. B. It is worthy obſervation, that during 
the whole time ſhe ſwallowed well.

« © Miſs de Bonac the vo aged 2 


years and an half, appeared to be out of 


order upon Sunday the 2oth of October; 
ſhe had complained of a pain in her ear, 


(or the ear-ach) for two or three days: her 


nights were diſturbed and bad. At four 


o'clock in the afternoon, ſhe had a little 
fever; on the next day in the afternoon, 
1n examining the bottom of the mouth, 


they perceived an aphtha or white ſpot on 


one of the almonds (or tonſils); and this 


was conſtantly obſerved, that in all thoſe 
that had the diſtemper, theſe ſpots appear- 
ed in 24 hours from the ſeizure, and ſpread 


inſtantaneouſly. She was bled in the arm, 


and on Tueſday the bleeding was repeated: 


On Wedneſday they gave her a vomit, and 


on Thurſday Kermes' mineral, the Friday 
a- vomit. Notwithſtanding this, the diſeaſe 
gained ground in an inexpreſſible degree: 
the eſchars filled, and as it were choaked 


up the bottom of the throat, and were near 


of the colour of a piece of hog!s lard: the 
Teſt of the month was in a good ſtate, the 
tongue moiſt, the lips of a vermilion co- 
lour, the eyes very good, no delirium ; 


walking about; aſking for victuals; ſwal- 
lowing eaſily; and as to ſtools, the ſame as.

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n perfect health: they could never per- 


21 her to uſe any kind of gargle what- 


ever; nor any drink, whether ptiſan, le- 
monade, Cc. nor would ſhe ſuffer the 
application of the cataplaſm of ſwallows- 
neſt, or even that which was moſt com- 
monly uſed of white bread and milk. She 
had the ſame bad ſmell as the reſt : on Sa- 


turday they did nothing by way of remedy, 


and ſeemed to give the little patient up; 
and on Sunday, at one o'clock, ſhe died. 


On opening the corps, we fund the uvula 


or palate eaten, the almonds ulcerated and 
ſchirrous, the lungs in part gangrened, and 
in part filled with a purulent ſanies. bh

& Miſs Parquette, aged 12 years, ob- 
ſerved ſome heat in her throat. On Mon- 
day, the 21ſt of October, the palate was 
lengthened and hanging down: at nine 
o'clock at night, ſhe was bled in the arm: 
from the Tueſday morning, the aphthæ, 
or white ſpots, appeared on one of the- 
glands or almonds : that ſame day ſhe was 
twice bled in the foot. Wednefday, ſhe. 
took a vomit, which operated largely both 
upwards and downwards, and in what was 


thrown up was obſerved ſome membranous- 
7 and 
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and whitiſh ſubſtance, which ſwam : and 
this happened though the eſchars at -the 
bottom of the throat appeared the ſame; 
which gave room to believe they came from 
lower parts: The ſtools were black, and 


very fœtid. At night (or evening) the 
bleeding of the foot was reiterated, on ac- 


count of a bleeding at the noſe which hap- 


pened to her; yet was not the fever conſi- 
derable, nor the blood either cou neux, (by 
which he means, I ſuppoſe, concave in its 
ſurface) or inflamed; but-of a deep red, 
and little diſſolved, as was obſerved in all 
the reſt. On Thurſday. they repeated the 
vomit, under the form of mineral waters, 
and with ſucceſs. On Friday they confined: 


themſelves to obſervation, preſcribing no- 


thing: ſmall beverages of lemonade, and 
broths, mixt with juice of aperitive and 


temperating herbs were employed: as for 


the reſt, not forgetting emollient clyſters 
and acid gargles, and diſſolving cataplaſms, 
as uſual.— On Saturday ſhe was purged 
with caſſia and manna: this medicine had 
great effect. The eſchars fell from the 


throat, and (contrary to the others) left no 


new ones to ſucceed: it is true indeed, that 
thoſe of this patient had been more ſuper- 
ficial than the others; nor did ſhe ſpeak. 
through the noſe, neither did her noſe run 


ichor, like the others; and ſhe was of a 


very 
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very delicate conſtitution, and therefore, in 
conſequence, had leſs matter to invite or 
feed contagion. The uvula ſtill kept hang- 
ing down ſome time. Sunday paſſed pure 
well, and Monday ſhe was repurged with 


ſacceſs, whence they judged her in a mend- 
ing way, which accordingly happened.

CASE VI. 


„ Miſs Jumillac, aged 15 years, was 


declared ill on Monday the 21ſt of the ſame 


month. She had been indiſpoſed ſeveral 
days; but as it was at a critical time, they 
did nothing: ſhe paſſed this time very un- 


eaſily, with great diſquietude. Fear ſeized 
Her, and ſhe complained of a little heat, at 


her throat : ſhe had no fever; but yet as 
ſhe was very fat and plethoric, ſhe was 
bled at the arm as ſoon as they could. In 


the night between Tueſday and Wedneſ- 


day, the diſeaſe ſhewed itſelf, and arrived 
at ſuch a height, that on the Wedneſday 
morning, the eſchars or ſloughs, at the 

bottom of the throat, thoſe on the palate, 


uvula, and tonſils or almonds, were conſi- 


derable, and already whitiſh in their ap- 


3 with this difference though, that 
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tongue (which in all the other patients 
were ſomewhat ſwelled at the bottom or 
towards the root) was not only much more 


ſo, but was otherwiſe remarkable for two 
or three ſuperficial ulcers, which daily eat 
through the outward ſkin of the tongue. 


On Wedneſday ſhe was bled in the foot, 
and a little alter they gave her a vomit, 


and at night they bled her again in the 


foot. Hitherto, though the diſeaſe was 
pretty ſevere in the throat, there was no 
fever, or very little obſervable ; but it now 
began to ſhew itſelf, On Tueſday the vo- 


mit was repeated, with intention not only 


to deſtroy the cauſe of ſo manifeſt a putre- 


faction; but alſo by the jolt or ſhock of the 


action of vomiting, to looſen ſuch portions 
of the eſchars; which, though they ſeemed 


fixed to nothing, yet were out of the reach 


of inſtruments, ſhould they have judged 
proper to have uſed them. The illneſs 


gained ground daily, with great rapidity : 


and then the little ſucceſs that bleedings or 


vomits had been of, made recourſe be had 


to other different remedies ; ſometimes giv- 
ing her treacle water, ſometimes the vola- 
tile ſpirit of vipers: and it was likewiſe 
thought proper to make a diverſion of the 
humor, towards the ſkin; to which end, 


bliſters were applied” to the nape of the 
VoL. I 3 neck, 
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neck, on the Thurſday evening ; and the 


belly appearing ſwelled, though not pain- 


ful, through extenſion, they tried to give 
1t eaſe by a vomit, but in vain. On Fri- 


day morning, by the effect of that bliſter 


which had eat into the ſkin, the throat ap- 
peared unſwelled, and there was a greater 


freedom in ſwallowing; becauſe Miſs Jumil- 
lac had ſome ſymptoms which none of the 
reſt had; viz. that the almonds (or tonſils) 
were ſwelled, that ſhe had pain in ſwallow- 


ing, and that frequently even her drink 


came up again through her noſe. On 
Friday evening, they applied bliſters afreſh ; 
becauſe that, from that afternoon, the ſkin 
being dried, afforded no more evacuation 
that way; and the fleſh coloured of a fuſ- 
picious grey appearance. On Saturday the 


| bliſters were dreſſed, but ſhe hardly felt it. 
On Sunday, ſhe was extremely bad. Her 


breaſt began to be uneaſy ; nevertheleſs, ' 
they tried a vomit of ipecacuanna, which 
brought away ſome membranous appear- 
ances, but without any diminution of the 
ſymptoms, the violence of which had never 


been leſſened indeed by any remedy that 


had been tried. In effect, the putrefaction 
was ſo general, that from the Saturday 


evening, gangrenous ſpots appeared about 
the os ſacrum, and ſhe died in the night 
betwixt Tueſday and Wedneſday. Thro' 
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the whole of the illneſs, ſhe had her ſenſes 
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perfect; no pain in the head at all, nor 


any ſhivering, nor was her breath, when 
you came near her, ſo offenſive as the 


others; ; but ſhe was melted at leaſt half 


away, in this very ſhort time; ſo great was 


the putrefaction. 


CASE VII. 


$6 Miſs Bloſſac the elder, 3 7 years 
and an half, was ſeized on Monday the 
2 iſt October, in the evening with a diſtaſte; 
ſhe had a very uneaſy and tumbling night: 
Tueſday morning I was ſent for by the fa- 
mily ; I found her a little feverith : I would 
have examined the throat, but the tongue 
was too much ſwelled (a ſymptom obſerv- 
able in all the reſt, but more in this patient) 
all that I could obſerve was, that the uvula 
was greatly elongated, and that the al- 
monds or tonſils were lightly covered with. 
little white ſpots : the little creature ſaid, 


ſhe ſeemed as if her mouth was full. By 
my advice, in conſult with Mr. Boyer, ſhe 


was bled in the arm ; her blood was black- 


iſh, and ſomewhat diſſolved; her drink was 


currant or gooſeberry water, which was 
continued throughout the illneſs. After 
noon the bleeding at her noſe, to which 
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ſhe was very ſubject, being returned, ſhe 

was bled in the foot, which was again re- 
peated in the evening, and again the Wed- 
neſday morning. After this third bleeding 
in the foot, we gave her a vomit, which 
did very well; notwithſtanding, in the 
| evening we bled her again in the foot, for 
the 4th time, on account of a re-appearance 
of bleeding at the noſe. On Thurſday 
morning ſhe ſeemed diſpoſed - to ſweat; I 
_ endeavoured to make the moſt of it, by 
giving her a ſpoonful of aromatic water, 
in a cup of broth: from this moment ſhe 
began to grow better and better. The 
ſwelling of the tongue decreaſed little by 
little, and the bottom of the throat ſeemed 
to cleanſe: the bleeding at the noſe re- 
turned no more, inſomuch that on Saturda 

morning I adviſed a ſoft medicine (I ſup- 
pole cathartic) which however was brought 
up again; and 1 diſtinctly obſerved ſeveral 
pieces of membranous eſchars in what came 
up. On Sunday ſhe began to be. well, 

though there remained a hoarſeneſs for five 
or {ix days, with a little fever towards 
evening; but however a proper regimen, 
and drinking gooſeberry water, finiſhed 


the cure. 


« believe the briſk bleedings, during 
the firſt days, greatly contributed to the. 
curing this patient: however, it muſt. be 
| allowed, 
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allowed, ſhe was not ſo violently ſeized as 
the others were, that ſhe had leſs hidden 


putrefaction, and {plus de developement

* Miſs Bloſſac the younger, aged ſix 
years and an half, was ſeized from Thurſ- 
day the 21ſt in the evening, at four o'clock 
in the afternoon, with a vomiting : I was 
called the Tueſday morning, and I per- 
ceived from that moment, in preſſing down 
the tongue, that the uvula was ſuddenly 
ſwelled, hanging down, and that there was 
on the right almond or tonſil a white ſpot, 
round the border of which was a deep red. 
After having informed myſelf with a par- 
ticular hiſtorical detail of the two firſt pa- 


_ tients who died, I eafily apprehended the 


exceſſive danger of the diſeaſe, and in con- 


ſequence, the very little hope there was to 


flatter one's ſelf with, not only from the 


nature of the diſeaſe, but alſo from the ten- 


der age of thoſe whom it attacked, and the 
great difficulty of eſtabliſhing an efficacious 
method of cure. I defired a conſultation 


with Meſſrs. Vernage and Boyer, and. we 
did nothing but in concert; and fince that, 
on the Tueſday morning „Mils Bloſſac the 
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younger had been bled in the arm, the 
evening 1n the foot, the Wedneſday twice 
in the foot; we gave her a vomit, which 
took no effect, either upward or down- 
ward. On Thurſday we reiterated the 
bleeding in the foot: this laſt bleeding did 
not in the leaſt diminiſh the fever; but the 
diſeaſe ſeemed every moment to be more 
and more rapid in its progreſs: the emetic 
repeated did not act as an evacuant in the 
leaſt, nor had the reiterated clyſters any 
better ſucceſs. The bottom of the throat 
was in © dreadful condition, beſides that, 
the kts ipots, or aphthz, re-appeared 
and ſpread themſelves deeply in the bottom 
of the throat, the edges of which were li- 
vid, and of a violet hue: the uvula was 
ulcerated ; the contagion reached the pi- 
tuitary membrane, and the left noſtril diſ- 
charged a clear and limpid ſeroſity (or 
ſerum) which had not the conſiſtence of 
pus till the 7th day of the diſeaſe. The 
| belly remaining coſtive, and yielding to no 
remedy, fearing (with a great deal of rea- 
ſon) leſt a fever ſhould be ſuperinduced by 
the ſtoppage of the fœcal matter, and the 
quantity of putrefaction, already ſufficient- 
ly great, ſhould be enlarged, we ordered a 
purge ſomewhat more active, which was 
the root of jalap, to the quantity of twelve 
* for a doſe; nor indeed could I ever 
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purge (for the moſt part) any of the deceaſed 


in any other manner. This purged her two. 


or three times, and made the firſt evacua- 


tion of the diſeaſe; though it was now the 


6th day. The little ſucceſs that had at- 
tended bleeding, eſpecially in regard to the 


gangrenous ulcers, engaged me to apply 
bliſters to the nape of the neck, in order to 


draw off (if poſſible) that ſharp humour, 


which corroded the almonds or tonſils. 
The bliſters rendered the ſkin red, (I ſup- 


_ Poſe inflamed the part) and took great ef- 


fe; and it appears to me, that when this 
method, that 1s, bliſtering, does not red- 
den the ſkin, they are inefficacious for the 
moſt part, even though they raiſe bliſters. 


On the 7th day, by the advice of Mr. Ver- 
nage, we gave ſome ipecacuanna, which 
vomited our patient, and made her diſ- 


charge ſeveral membranes and fragments 
of eſchars: but it muſt be obſerved not- 
withſtanding, that there did not appear 


fewer at the bottom of the throat. In the 


evening, every thing ſeemed worſe and 
worſe: in this extremity they told me, that 
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camphire had been employed in a ſimilar . 


caſe, with ſucceſs, by a phyſician at Pro- 
vence, I immediately embraced the pro- 
poſition, and the more, by reaſon that I was 
ſtrongly induced thereto, by the example 
of ordinary gangrenes, where experience 
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confirms its uſefulneſs. I gave her eight 
grains, in an ounce of oil of ſweet almonds. 


The fever which increaſed, in the evening 


ſeemed calmer, and leſſened after ſhe had 
taken the camphire, and ſhe ſlept; and in 
lieu of the ſeroſity that diſcharged from the 


noſtril, there appcared, the next day, a be- 
| ginning ſuppuration, I adviſed the. repeat- 


ing the camphire twice a day; and it was 
ſo till the zoth day of the diſeaſe. Soon 
after the eſchars were diminiſhed, the 
tongue unſwelled, the palate or uvula diſ- 
charged or put off a flough, at different 


times. In ſhort, on the 20th day of the 


diſeaſe, I thought the patient out of dan- 
ger: the ſuppuration diſcontinued; ſhe 
blowed her noſe leſs, and there appeared 
nothing but a few ſtreaks of blood, mixed 
with the mucus of the 1 

„ But on the 24th, the fever having 
incrcaſed, I obſerved a tumour -under the 


right ear, and under the jaw a lonely tu- 


mour, by itſelf, and ſeparate from the pa- 
rotid glands, painful, and of the ſize of a 


pigeon's egg. I thenceforward looked on 


this tumor as critical; and in conſequence, 


that it was proper to determine it, by all 


ſorts of methods for ſuppuration. But the 


parents earneſtly deſiring the diſcuſſion of 


it, I was conſtrained to put upon the tu- 


mar only greaſy wogl, camphire, oil, and 
lafly, 
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laſtly, diabotanum, which, in 15 days time, 
entirely diſſipated the tumor. It is true, 
that during that time, beſides the camphire 
and oil, (of which I increaſed or dimi- 
niſhed the doſe, as need required, and ac- 
cording to the circumſtances) I often gave 
her a grain of Kermes-mineral, in Spaniſh 

wine; ſometimes purging with: ipecacu- 
anna, ſometimes with jalap, ſometimes 
with manna, Sc. The patient did not 
begin, or ſeem to be quite free, and out of 
danger, till the 45th day of the diſeaſe, 
having always a pain in expreſſing herſelf, 
ſpeaking through the noſe, by reaſon of 
the fallen uvula. I have ſince been adviſed, 
that for two months together, they gave 
her, in order to leſſen the diſagreeable (na- 
zillonement) ſpeaking through the noſe, a 
little camphorated brandy, with equal parts 
of lukewarm water, to draw up (or fume) 
her noſe, and ſhe uſed this remedy with 
pleaſure. It is worth obſerving that the 
patient was reduced to a ſkeleton. ( 91 
maigreur affreuſe ), h 

Thus out of eight patients, t two periſh- 
ed before their diſeaſe was known, till it was 
paſt remedy. Out of the other ſix, three 
died, quite overcome by the ſtrength of the 
| diſcaly, and three recovered. _

home. The eldeſt Miſs Bonac was taken 
ill of the diſeaſe at home, and was cured. 


All that I know of the remedies employed 


for her, were, bliſters to the neck and legs,
